These were generally agreed tc 
be an improvement on the present arrangements but it was felt 
that better signposting was also needed on the approach from 
Huntingecn. The clerk will pass on these comments to, the 
County Council cand will also enquire if there are to be any 
markings on'the road itself.

We have requested thai the Ida Darwin Hospital give us an idea of the type of 
toys that they really require and here cre their suggestions :- 
2) No toys with very tiny pieces. 

b) No toys with large numbers of picces (the important ones usually get lost). 
c) They heve to be very strong (we do TONKA trials here somctimes). 

d) Second hand toys are cqually welcome if in good clean condition. 

e) NC SOFT TOYS PLZAS=. The hospital has cupboards full of them. 


Types of toys :- 


Musical toys - tambourines, xylophones, bells & drums, two-tune TV, roly 
poly chimes. 

Baby toys - rattles, activity centres, pull along toys, c.g. clatterpillar. 

Puzzles - large floor puzzles, insect puzzles in tupperware type boxes if possible. 

Surprise toys - Jack in a box, pop up cones, ctce 

Sports equipment - all types cf balls, skittles, bean bags, rings, trainers. 

Model cars - strong as possible. 

Toy Soldiers - we have a lovely fort, but no-one to guard or attack it. 

Records - LP's, singles in the charis, we all listen and watch Top of the Pops. 

Other toys - large felt tip pens, clay, plasticinc, balloons, dressing up clothes 
especially hats, play mats, games like large Ludo, snakes and 
ladders and face paints. 

We hope that this list will help you to help the children of Ida Darwin and 

perhaps give you some ideas for other children as well.
